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Emergency Contraception: Advance Provision in a Young, 
High-Risk Clinic Population 


Advance provision of emergency contraception increased its use in high-risk young 
women without increasing frequency of unprotected sex, but patterns of regular 
contraceptive use might change. 


Gonadotropin and Body Mass Index: High FSH Levels in Lean, 
Normally Cycling Women 


Body mass index in healthy women is inversely associated with LH levels in the 
beginning of the cycle and with FSH levels throughout the cycle. 

Effect of Non—Weight-Bearing Body Fat on Bone Mineral 
Density Before and After Menopause 


The effect of non-weight-bearing body fat on bone mineral density is greater in 
postmenopausal than in premenopausal women. 


Effect of Patient Position on Clinical Evaluation of Pelvic Organ 
Prolapse 


More patients demonstrate stage III or IV pelvic organ prolapse when examined 


upright in a birthing chair than in dorsal lithotomy position. 


Bacteriology and Treatment of Malodorous Lower Reproductive 
Tract in Gynecologic Cancer Patients 


Most patients with malodorous lower reproductive tract gynecologic cancers had 
bacterial vaginosis and showed improvement in odor with topical antibiotic therapy. 


BRCA1 Germline Mutations in Women With Uterine Serous 
Papillary Carcinoma 


Women with uterine serous papillary carcinomas have a high frequency of BRCA1 
germline mutations. 

Anthropometric Estimation of Maternal Body Composition in 
Late Gestation 


Anthropometric measurements can be used to estimate body composition in late 
gestation. 


Riboflavin Deficiency and Preeclampsia 


Riboflavin deficiency is a common disorder in pregnancy and was found to be 
associated with an increased risk for preeclampsia. 


Severe Preeclampsia and High Frequency of Genetic 
Thrombophilic Mutations 


Two of three women with severe preeclampsia have an inherited thrombophilia. 
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Polymorphism in the Glutathione S-transferase P1 Gene and 
Risk for Preeclampsia 


We found an association between the glutathione S-transferase P1b-1b genotype and 


the occurrence of severe preeclampsia. 


Lipoprotein Particles in Preeclampsia: Susceptibility to 
Oxidative Modification 


Low- and high-density lipoprotein particles are more susceptible to oxidative 
modification in preeclamptic women than in normals. 


Expanded-Spectrum Antibiotics With Preterm Premature 
Rupture of Membranes 

Antibiotic therapy for patients with expectantly treated preterm premature rupture 
of membranes was associated with a higher proportion of gram-negative and 
ampicillin-resistant organisms causing neonatal sepsis and fewer cases of puerperal 
endometritis. 


Serum Soluble Fas Levels in Ovarian Cancer 


Serum soluble Fas levels are an independent prognostic factor in ovarian cancer and 
a potential discriminator between benign ovarian cysts and ovarian cancer. 


Reported Ovarian Cancer Screening Among a Population-Based 
Sample in Washington State 


Ovarian cancer screening is rare among women in the general population. 


Prospective Evaluation of Logistic Regression Models for the 
Diagnosis of Ovarian Cancer 


Logistic regression models for the diagnosis of ovarian cancer currently are not 
accurate enough to be implemented into clinical practice. 


The Obstetrician-Gynecologist’s Role in Vaccine-Preventable 
Diseases and Immunization 


In a recent survey of Michigan obstetrician-gynecologists, a discrepancy was 
identified between perceived responsibilities and actual practice patterns related to 
vaccine-preventable disease screening and immunization. 


Dietary Caffeine Intake and the Risk for Detrusor Instability: 
A Case-Control Study 


Excessive caffeine might increase the risk of detrusor instability. 


Comparison of Endocervical Curettage and Endocervical 
Brushing 

Endocervical brushing for histologic evaluation of the endocervical canal yields 
diagnostic results and causes patient discomfort similar to those associated with 
conventional endocervical curettage. 


Economic Burden of Hospitalizations for Preterm Labor in the 
United States 


Hospital costs for preterm labor in the United States exceed $820 million and are 
determined by maternal comorbidity, procedures, lengths of stay, and types of 
insurance. 
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Amniotic Fluid Indices of Fetal Pulmonary Maturity With 
Preterm Premature Rupture of Membranes 


Fetal lung maturity II test results indicating mature fetal lungs from vaginally 
collected amniotic fluid accurately predict the absence of neonatal respiratory 
distress. 


Extra-Amniotic Saline, Laminaria, or Prostaglandin E, Gel for 
Labor Induction With Unfavorable Cervix: A Randomized 
Controlled Trial 


Extra-amniotic saline infusion, laminaria, and intracervical prostaglandin gel are 
associated with similar cesarean rates in women with unfavorable cervices who 
have labor induction. 


Urinary Tract Infections During Pregnancy and Mental 
Retardation and Developmental Delay 


Untreated urinary tract infection during pregnancy was significantly associated with 
mental retardation or developmental delay in infants. 


Indomethacin Tocolysis and Risk of Necrotizing Enterocolitis 


Tocolysis with indomethacin as a single agent was not associated with necrotizing 
enterocolitis in this case-control study. 


Magnesium Sulfate Protection of Fetal Rat Brain From Severe 
Maternal Hypoxia 


Subcutaneous maternal magnesium sulfate administration protected against fetal 
neuronal damage caused by subsequent maternal hypoxia. 


Instruments & Methods 
Hemostatic Suturing Technique For Uterine Bleeding During 
Cesarean Delivery 


Hemostatic multiple square sutures make an easy, safe, conservative surgical 
alternative to hysterectomy for uncontrollable postpartum hemorrhage. 


Laparoscopy in Patients Following Transverse Rectus Abdominis 
Myocutaneous Flap Reconstruction 


Laparoscopy can be safely performed in women following transverse rectus 
abdominis reconstruction. 


Sentinel Node Detection in Cervical Cancer 


Sentinel nodes for cervical cancer can be detected at various stations in the pelvis. 


A Syringe Adapter to Facilitate Aspiration at Amniocentesis 


An adapter that attaches to a standard syringe allows aspiration with advancement 
rather than withdrawal.

Fetal Weight Prediction by Thigh Volume Measurement With 
Three-Dimensional Ultrasonography 

Fetal weight prediction by measuring thigh volume using three cross-sectional 
images of femur with three-dimensional ultrasound is simple and takes 2 minutes 
per measurement. 


Absent Umbilical Artery End-Diastolic Velocity in Growth- 
Restricted Fetuses: A Risk Factor for Neonatal 
Thrombocytopenia 

Absent or reversed umbilical artery end-diastolic velocity in growth-restricted 


fetuses is associated with a tenfold increased risk of neonatal thrombocytopenia. 


Internal Jugular Vein Blood Flow in Normal and Growth- 
Restricted Fetuses 


Blood flow in the internal jugular vein differs between growth-restricted and 


normally grown fetuses. 


Outcome of Very Low Birth Weight Infants With 
Histopathologic Chorioamnionitis 


Histopathologic chorioamnionitis is associated with intraventricular hemorrhage but 
not with decreased developmental index scores in very low birth weight infants. 
Perinatal Death and Tocolytic Magnesium Sulfate 


Higher total doses of tocolytic magnesium sulfate are associated with an increased 
risk of perinatal death among infants with birth weights of 700-1249 g. 


Infant Mortality and Early Postpartum Discharge 


Newborns discharged early are at increased risk of death within the first year of life. 


Bone Loss in Adolescent and Adult Pregnant Women 


Pregnancy-associated loss of bone mass, measured by ultrasound examination of the 
os calcis, is associated with maternal growth, primigravidity, and greater baseline 
bone mass. 
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Prepregnancy Body Mass Index and Pregnancy Weight Gain: 
Associations With Preterm Delivery 


Low pregnancy weight gain is associated with increased risk of preterm delivery, 
particularly if women are underweight or of average weight before pregnancy. 


Biophysical Profile in Predicting Acute Ascending Infection in 
Preterm Rupture of Membranes Before 32 Weeks 
The severity of acute placental inflammation is not related significantly to the 


biophysical profile score or its individual components in cases of premature rupture 
of membranes before 32 weeks. 


First-Trimester Down Syndrome Screening Using Dried Blood 
Biochemistry and Nuchal Translucency 


First-trimester screening for Down syndrome and trisomy 18 is effective and results 
in identification of a high yield of affected cases for each diagnostic procedure done. 


Predictors of Episiotomy Use at First Spontaneous Vaginal 
Delivery 


The strongest determinant of the use of episiotomy is provider practice, with lesser 
contributions from birth weight, length of second stage of labor, and epidural 
analgesia. 


Frequency of Cervical Smear Abnormalities Within 3 Years of 
Normal Cytology 


Within 3 years of normal smear results, important cervical cytologic abnormalities 
are uncommon and the incidence of abnormalities is unrelated to time since smear. 


Endoglin Expression as a Measure of Microvessel Density in 
Cervical Cancer 


Amplified immunohistochemical staining for endoglin identifies more cervical tumor 
vessels and better predicts lymph node metastases than panendothelial factor VIII- 
related antigen. 

Noninflammatory Ovarian Masses in Girls and Young Women 
An ovarian cyst is the most common cause of ovarian enlargement in girls and 
young women under 21 years of age, justifying consideration of a laparoscopic 
approach. 

Suprapubic Bladder Drainage After Extraperitoneal Cystotomy 
High extraperitoneal cystotomy does not require prolonged continuous bladder 
drainage. 

Rizatriptan in the Treatment of Menstrual Migraine 


Rizatriptan effectively treats menstrually associated migraine headaches.

Effects of Symmetric and Asymmetric Fetal Growth on 
Pregnancy Outcomes 


Small for gestational age fetuses with head-to-abdomen circumference asymmetry 
are at significantly increased risk of intrapartum and neonatal complications 
compared with fetuses who are symmetrically small or appropriate for gestational 
age. 


Transvaginal Sonographic Detection of Embryonic-Fetal 
Abnormalities in Early Pregnancy 


Transvaginal ultrasound in early pregnancy detects cystic hygroma and fetal 
hydrops in many women, but the detection rate for heart defect is lower. 


Histologic Chorioamnionitis, Antenatal Steroids, and Perinatal 
Outcomes 


Histologic chorioamnionitis increases perinatal morbidity through its association 
with preterm birth and is independently associated with neonatal death; antenatal 
steroids are effective in the presence of histologic chorioamnionitis.

Depomedroxyprogesterone use for over 6 months caused low estradiol levels, 
decreased hydrogen peroxide-producing Lactobacillus, and decreased epithelial 
glycogen thickness. 


Obstetric Risk Factors for Stress Urinary Incontinence: A 
Population-Based Study 


Advanced maternal age, obesity, primiparity, diabetes mellitus, a large infant, and 
epidural analgesia during vaginal delivery are risk factors for later incontinence 
surgery. 


Risk Factors for Lower Urinary Tract Symptoms in Women 40 to 
60 Years of Age 


In women 40-60 years old, lower urinary tract symptoms associate closely with 
parity, high body mass index, prior hysterectomy, and use of diuretics.

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Wet Smear Compared With Gram Stain Diagnosis of Bacterial 
Vaginosis in Asymptomatic Pregnant Women 


In asymptomatic pregnant women, bacterial vaginosis can be diagnosed reliably by 
Gram stain. 


Relation Between Serum Uric Acid and Plasma Adenosine 
Levels in Twin Pregnancies 


Increased adenosine is a possible contributing source of hyperuricemia in twin 
pregnancies. 


Procedure-Related Miscarriages and Down Syndrome-A ffected 
Births: Implications for Prenatal Testing Based on Women’s 
Preferences 


Pregnant women perceive that a Down syndrome-—affected birth is worse than a 
procedure-related miscarriage, calling into question the equal risk threshold for 
prenatal diagnosis. 


Complications of Hysteroscopic Surgery: Predicting Patients at 
Risk 
Hysteroscopic myomectomy and resection of uterine septa have higher rates of 


excessive glycine absorption and operative complications than other hysteroscopic 
procedures. 


Eicosapentaenoic Acid Effect on Hyperlipidemia in Menopausal 
Japanese Women 


Combination therapy with eicosapentaenoic acid and estriol was effective and safe 
for climacteric women with hypertriglyceridemia, with or without obesity. 


Safety of Extraovular Catheter Insertion for Second-Trimester 
Abortion 


Transcervical extraovular catheter insertion for prostaglandin administration in 
second-trimester abortions is associated with potentially serious systemic 
inflammatory response syndrome, bacteremia, and sepsis. 


Prelabor Rupture of the Membranes at Term: Expectant 
Management at Home or in Hospital? 


Women with premature rupture of membranes at term who are expectantly 
managed at home might be at increased risk for some adverse outcomes. 


Membrane Sweeping in Conjunction With Labor Induction 


Outcome of labor induction in nulliparas with unfavorable cervices is better with 
simultaneous membrane sweeping. 


Mifepristone for Preinduction Cervical Ripening Beyond 41 
Weeks’ Gestation: A Randomized Controlled Trial 
Mifepristone has a modest effect on preinduction cervical ripening and is associated 


with shorter treatment-to-delivery intervals and less oxytocin than is placebo. 


Randomized Comparison of Glyceryl Trinitrate and 
Prostaglandin E2 for Cervical Ripening at Term 


Glyceryl trinitrate for cervical ripening caused fewer tachysystoles but was less 
effective than prostaglandin E2. 
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Ultrasonography for Cervical Length Measurement: Agreement 
Between Transvaginal and Translabial Techniques 


Better agreement between transvaginal and translabial ultrasonographic 
measurements is needed before these techniques can be used interchangeably for 
clinical assessment of cervical length. 


One-Stage Screening for Pregnancy Complications by Color 
Doppler Assessment of the Uterine Arteries at 23 Weeks’ 
Gestation 


One-stage color Doppler uterine artery screening at 23 weeks identifies most cases 
of early-onset preeclampsia and small-for-gestational-age infants. 


Maximal Exercise Testing in Late Gestation: Fetal Responses 


Fetal responses to maximal exercise testing of healthy women in late gestation were 
increased fetal heart rate, fewer accelerations, decreased variability, and increased 
time to reactivity. 


Randomized Trial of Intermittent or Continuous Amnioinfusion 
for Variable Decelerations 


Intermittent bolus and continuous amnioinfusion protocols produce similar 
outcomes. 


Management Strategy for Fetal Tachycardia 


Fetuses with tachycardia were treated expectantly or with antiarrhythmics, 
according to duration of tachycardia, degree of heart failure, and biophysical profile, 
with low mortality. 


Downregulation of a Mitogen-Activated Protein Kinase 
Signaling Pathway in the Placentas of Women With 
Preeclampsia 

A mitogen-activated protein kinase signaling transduction pathway was 
downregulated in placentas of women with preeclampsia and hemolysis, elevated 
liver enzymes, low platelets syndrome. 


Alpha-Fetoprotein and Hematopoietic Growth Factors in 
Amniotic Fluid 


Alpha-fetoprotein has correlates with stem cell factor and might play a role in fetal 
hematopoiesis. 


Accuracy of the Pelvic Examination in Detecting Adnexal 
Masses 


Pelvic examination is limited in its ability to detect adnexal masses and is 
marginally affected by obesity, uterine enlargement, and examiner experience. 


Clinical Presentation of Enterocele 
Women with enteroceles have more advanced apical and posterior vaginal prolapses 


than those without enteroceles, but bowel function is no different. 


Early Feeding and the Incidence of Gastrointestinal Symptoms 
After Major Gynecologic Surgery 


Early feeding after major gynecologic surgery for benign conditions is not associated 
with increased postoperative ileus or other gastrointestinal complaints. 
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Physical Activity and Reduced Risk of Ovarian Cancer 


Leisure-time physical activity is associated with reduced risk of ovarian cancer after 
adjustment for age, parity, oral contraceptive use, tubal ligation, family history of 
ovarian cancer, body mass index, education, and race. 


Angiogenesis of Endometrial Carcinomas Assessed by 
Measurement of Intratumoral Blood Flow, Microvessel Density, 
and Vascular Endothelial Growth Factor Levels 


Blood flow in the tumor assessed by color Doppler ultrasound correlates with the 
histologic and biologic associations of tumor angiogenesis in endometrial carcinoma. 


Differences in Perineal Lacerations in Black and White 
Primiparas 
Black primiparas are more likely to deliver with intact perineums than white 


primiparas. 


Validity of Adolescent and Young Adult Self-Report of 
Papanicolaou Smear Results 


The validity of adolescent and young adult self-reported Papanicolaou smear results 
is high, and specific patient characteristics might identify those likely to report 
incorrectly.

Lidocaine Spray and Outpatient Hysteroscopy: Randomized 
Placebo-Controlled Trial 


Local anesthesia with lidocaine aerosol spray reduced pain and discomfort during 
outpatient hysteroscopy. 
Hormone Replacement Therapy and Glucose Metabolism 


Postmenopausal hormone therapy available in the United States seems to have no 
adverse effect on basal glucose metabolism but is associated with a slight elevation 
in postchallenge glucose levels. 


Criteria for Failed Labor Induction: Prospective Evaluation of a 
Standardized Protocol 


Continued labor induction results in safe vaginal delivery for many women who 
remain in the latent phase 6-9 hours after oxytocin administration with ruptured 
membranes. 


A Second-Stage Partogram 


A scoring system and partogram for use in the second stage of labor offers an 
objective basis for management. 


Outpatient Cervical Ripening With Intravaginal Misoprostol 


Intravaginal misoprostol is an effective agent for outpatient cervical ripening. 


Season and Outdoor Ambient Temperature: Effects on Birth 
Weight 


Outdoor ambient temperature during the second trimester of pregnancy might 
explain seasonal variation in birth weight, which is lowest in late spring and early 
summer. 


Predicting Preeclampsia in the Second Pregnancy from Low 
Birth Weight in the First Pregnancy 


Delivering a low birth weight infant predicts preeclampsia in subsequent 
pregnancies. 
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Maternal Age and Malformations in Singleton Births 


Advancing maternal age is associated with increased malformations unrelated to 
karyotype abnormalities. 


Cord Leptin Level and Fetal Macrosomia 


Umbilical cord leptin concentration is an independent factor associated with 
macrosomia. 


Outcome of Twin Gestations After First Trimester Chorionic 
Villus Sampling 
Chorionic villus sampling in twin pregnancies provides reliable genetic results, has 


a low complication rate, and offers the advantage of early selective termination in 
cases of discordant test results. 


Vascular Endothelial Growth Factor and Prognosis of Cervical 
Carcinoma 


Vascular endothelial growth factor might be an independent prognostic factor of 
early-stage cervical cancer. 


Radical Hysterectomy for Cervical Cancer in Obese Women 


In carefully selected obese women, radical hysterectomy can be performed with 
adequate surgical resection, acceptable morbidity, and excellent survival. 


Doppler and M-Mode Ultrasonography to Time Fetal Atrial and 
Ventricular Contractions 


Doppler recordings are more reliable than M-mode tracings for timing 
atrioventricular contractions of the fetal heart. 


Amniotic Fluid Index and Single Deepest Pocket: Weak 
Indicators of Abnormal Amniotic Volumes 


Neither amniotic fluid index nor single deepest pocket accurately evaluates 
abnormal amniotic fluid volumes. 


High and Low Hemoglobin Levels During Pregnancy: 
Differential Risks for Preterm Birth and Small for Gestational 
Age 

Maternal anemia during pregnancy is associated with preterm birth, whereas high 
hemoglobin level is associated with small for gestational age. 


Occipitoposterior Position: Associated Factors and Obstetric 
Outcome in Nulliparas 


Occipitoposterior position in term nulliparas is associated with birth weight, 
oxytocin augmentation, and epidural, but not gestational duration or induction of 
labor. 


Symptomatic Nephrolithiasis Complicating Pregnancy 


Symptomatic nephrolithiasis in pregnancy is best diagnosed by renal 
ultrasonography and intravenous pyelography. 
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Antepartum or Postpartum Isoniazid Treatment of Latent 
Tuberculosis Infection 


Antepartum isoniazid for latent tuberculosis infection was less costly and resulted in 
fewer cases of tuberculosis reactivation compared with no treatment or postpartum 
treatment. 


Open Laparoscopy: 29-Year Experience 
Open laparoscopy provides safe and effective abdominal entry for laparoscopic 


surgery. 


Combined Tobacco and Alcohol Use by Pregnant and 
Reproductive-aged Women in the United States 


Women who use tobacco or alcohol should be evaluated for joint abuse, and 
interventions should address both addictions.

Micro-hydrovaginoscopy using small-diameter endoscopes is simple, minimally 
invasive, and an effective method of vaginal examination in children.

The Dexterity Protractor is easy to apply, facilitates exposure, offers a barrier to 
potential infections and malignant contamination, and improves surgical efficiency 
through minilaparotomy incisions.

Apparent Heparin Resistance From Elevated Factor VIII During 
Pregnancy 


In pregnant women with venous thromboembolism, increased factor VIII levels can 
suppress activated partial thromboplastin time response to therapeutic heparin 
levels, resulting in an unnecessary increase in heparin dose. 


Spontaneous Second Trimester Uterine Rupture After Classical 
Cesarean 

A woman with a history of classical cesarean delivery presents with a spontaneous 
uterine rupture at 15 weeks’ gestation. 

Abdominal Pregnancy With Lithopedion Formation Presenting 
as a Pelvic Abscess 

A lithopedion can present as a pelvic abscess. 

Severe Oligohydramnios Induced by Cyclooxygenase-2 Inhibitor 
Nimesulide 

The cyclooxygenase-2 inhibitor nimesulide for second-trimester tocolysis might 
cause severe oligohydramnios. 

Small Bowel Obstruction in Early Pregnancy Treated by 
Jejunotomy and Total Parenteral Nutrition 

Small bowel obstruction in early pregnancy can be treated successfully with 
jejunotomy and total parenteral nutrition. 

Granulomatous Mastitis in Pregnancy 

Early recognition and steroid therapy might prevent repetitive breast-deforming 
biopsies in granulomatous mastitis diagnosed during pregnancy. 
Decompression of Fetal Cardiac Tamponade Caused by 
Congenital Capillary Hemangioma of the Pericardium 


Massive fetal pericardial effusion resulting in tamponade can be caused by 
congenital pericardial hemangioma, and decompression in utero might prolong 


pregnancy. 
Vanishing Gastroschisis and Short-Bowel Syndrome 


Gastroschisis can resolve in utero resulting in morbidity caused by short-bowel 
syndrome 
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Acardiac Twin Pregnancy With Neonatal Resolution of Donor 
Twin Cardiomyopathy 


Hypertrophic cardiomyopathy in the surviving twin of an acardiac pregnancy is 
detectable with antenatal ultrasound and might spontaneously resolve neonatally.

Clitoroplasty With Preservation of Neurovascular Pedicles 


Preservation of dorsal and ventral neurovascular pedicles can be accomplished at 
clitoroplasty. 


Vaginal Pain Caused by Laparoscopic Colposuspension With 
Tacks 


Two women who developed severe, localized vaginal pain caused by tacks from 
laparoscopic colposuspension, which necessitated tack removal are presented. 
Pyoderma Gangrenosum of the Cervix 


Pyoderma gangrenosum of the cervix can present with postcoital bleeding and a 
malignant-looking cervical ulcer that responds to steroid treatment. 


Large Uterine Myoma With Erythropoietin Messenger RNA and 
Erythrocytosis 


Erythropoietin messenger RNA in uterine myomata might cause the erythrocytosis 
seen in myomatous erythrocytosis syndrome. 


Ovarian Vein Thrombosis After Elective Abortion 


Ovarian vein thrombosis might occur after an uncomplicated first-trimester elective 
abortion. 


Granulomatous Peritonitis After Laparoscopic Cholecystectomy 
Mimicking Pelvic Endometriosis 


Peritoneal reaction to bile or gallstones can mimic endometriosis at clinical 
presentation and laparoscopy. 


Extraosseous Ewing Sarcoma of the Vagina 


Extraosseous Ewing sarcoma can present as a vaginal mass. 


Clear Cell Adenocarcinoma of the Cervix Associated With a Rare 
Genitourinary Malformation 


Clear cell adenocarcinoma might arise from miillerian remnants and be associated 
with genitourinary malformations. 


Adenocarcinoma of the Endometrium After Endometrial 
Ablation 


Endometrial biopsy found adenocarcinoma of the uterus 5 years after endometrial 
ablation for abnormal uterine bleeding.

Management of Mild Chronic Hypertension During Pregnancy: 
A Review 


Chronic hypertension is clearly associated with increased maternal and fetal risks 
during pregnancy. Evidence on the effectiveness of common treatment and 
monitoring strategies is inconclusive. 


Prophylactic Amnioinfusion for Intrapartum Oligohydramnios: 
A Meta-analysis of Randomized Controlled Trials 
Intrapartum amnioinfusion in oligohydramnios improves neonatal outcomes and 


reduces cesarean deliveries without increasing the frequency of postpartum 
endometritis. 
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Burch Procedure Compared With Sling for Stress Urinary 
Incontinence: A Decision Analysis 


Burch colposuspension and sling procedure are comparable for primary surgical 
treatment of genuine stress incontinence with urethral hypermobility. 


Normal Endometrial Cells in Papanicolaou Smears: Prevalence 
in Women With and Without Endometrial Disease 


The prevalence of normal endometrial cells in the Papanicolaou smears of patients 
with endometrial carcinoma or hyperplasia does not differ significantly from that in 
patients without these conditions. 


Effects of Human Papillomavirus-Associated Cells on Human 
Immunodeficiency Virus Gene Expression 


Inflammatory cytokines produced by human papillomavirus-associated epithelial 
cells induced human immunodeficiency virus gene expression in monocytes. 


Treatment of Endometrial Polyps 


Polypectomy is an effective treatment for abnormal uterine bleeding associated with 
endometrial polyps. 


Vaginal Misoprostol for Cervical Priming Before Operative 
Hysteroscopy: A Randomized Controlled Trial 


Preoperative vaginal misoprostol facilitates hysteroscopic surgery and minimizes 
cervical complications. 


Transcervical or Intraperitoneal Analgesia for Laparoscopic 
Tubal Sterilization: A Randomized Controlled Trial 


Postoperative pain after laparoscopic tubal sterilization was similar with analgesia 
administered either through a uterine manipulator or by direct topical application to 
the tubes. 


Hormone Replacement Therapy: Effect of Progestin Dose and 
Time Since Menopause on Endometrial Bleeding 
A continuous combined regimen of conjugated equine estrogens plus 5.0 mg 


medroxyprogesterone acetate has a satisfactory bleeding profile that may enhance 
compliance with hormone replacement therapy. 


Randomized Comparison of Intranasal and Transdermal 
Estradiol 


Intranasal estrogen replacement had superior acceptability and similar efficacy to 
transdermal patches and was preferred by users. 


Triphasic Norgestimate-Ethinyl Estradiol for Treating 
Dysfunctional Uterine Bleeding 


The triphasic combination oral contraceptive containing norgestimate and ethinyl 
estradiol was effective in the treatment of dysfunctional uterine bleeding. 
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Knowledge and Attitudes About Emergency Contraception in a 
Military Population 


Nearly half of active-duty military members reported a willingness to use 
emergency contraception despite a generally poor knowledge of reproductive issues. 
Depot Medroxyprogesterone Acetate and Basal Serum Prolactin 
Levels in Lactating Women 


Contraception with depot medroxyprogesterone acetate in postpartum lactating 
women produced higher basal prolactin levels than contraception with a copper 
T380A intrauterine device. 

Chronic Pelvic Pain and Previous Sexual Abuse 

Women complaining of chronic pelvic pain are particularly likely to have been 


abused sexually before the age of 15. 


Conscious Pain Mapping by Laparoscopy in Women With 
Chronic Pelvic Pain 


Laparoscopic conscious pain mapping might be useful for evaluating women with 


unsuccessfully treated chronic pelvic pain. 


Poor Compliance With Postmolar Surveillance and Treatment 
Protocols by Indigent Women 
Compliance with postmolar surveillance protocols by indigent, minority women was 


poor. 


Renal Disease in Women With Severe Preeclampsia or 
Gestational Proteinuria 


Women who have gestational proteinuria or preeclampsia before 30 weeks’ 
gestation are likely to have underlying renal disease. 
Preeclampsia and Fetal Growth 


Fetal growth restriction is associated with preeclampsia when it is early in onset, 
clinically severe, or recurrent. 


Low-Dose, Short-Acting, Angiotensin-Converting Enzyme 
Inhibitors as Rescue Therapy in Pregnancy 


The benefits of treating some pregnant women with severe hypertension with low 
dose, short-acting angiotensin-converting enzyme inhibitors may outweigh the 
associated risks. 


Obstetric Risks of Pregnancy in Women Less Than 18 Years Old 


Except for increased preterm birth, pregnancy in women less than 18 years old is 
generally associated with low obstetric risk. 


Nicotine Patches for Pregnant Smokers: A Randomized 
Controlled Study 
Nicotine patches had no effect on smoking cessation among pregnant smokers, but 


transdermal nicotine might increase birth weight. 


Cervical Length at 16-22 Weeks’ Gestation and Risk for Preterm 
Delivery 


Cervical length measured transvaginally by routine ultrasound at 16-22 weeks in an 
unselected population was strongly associated with spontaneous preterm delivery. 
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Efficacy of Screening for Fetal Down Syndrome in the United 
States From 1974 to 1997 


The practice of routinely offering an amniocentesis to women 35 years or older 
without first performing maternal serum screening should be abandoned. 


Adaptive Growth Restriction as a Pattern of Birth Weight 
Discordance in Twin Gestations 


Intertwin birth weight discordance patterns suggest an adaptive growth restriction 
whereby the larger the total twin birth weight, the smaller the likelihood of 
discordant growth. 


Fluctuation of Maternal and Fetal Free Extracellular Circulatory 
DNA in Maternal Plasma 


Quantitative polymerase chain reaction analysis showed that levels of fetal and 
maternal circulating extracellular DNA in plasma vary over time. 


Complications of Interval Laparoscopic Tubal Sterilization: 
Findings from the United States Collaborative Review of 
Sterilization 


Interval laparoscopic tubal sterilization generally is safe, with intraoperative or 
postoperative complication rates less than 1-2 per 100 procedures. 


Standard Obstetric Record Charting System: Evaluation of a 
New Electronic Medical Record 


An electronic record improved access to information, standardized data, and tracked 
maternal and neonatal outcomes.

Introducing water in the vagina at transabdominal ultrasound can make an unseen 
cervix visible. 
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
